CHAPTER I

In one of these quiet and romantic glena, through 
which the Brandywine pours ite crystal waters, alter- 
nately over roeky beds amd through green meadows, from 
the pure limestone hills in which it takes its rise, there 
stands an old stone mansion, wheee thick walls, email 
windows, quaint doorways and moss-covered roof carry 
the mind back to the very earliest period of the colonial 
history of Pennsylvania. The house crowns « little 
knoll at the very mouth, ax it were, of one of the glens 
we have described, just where the hille eubeide into a 
narrow plain, through which the river winds im a cir 
cuitous direction to the south-east.

Here, on a still 
morning, you may hear the whistle of the wood pigeon, 
or the whire of the woodcock ; while anon the lowing of 
the cattle from the meadows below comes floating up the 
bed of the river with « stangely musical seand.

ment. and provuding a msotvent law by which they might 
obtain a release on surrendenng thew property and ma- 
king oath a» to their insbility to pay, the causes of that 
inability, and the amoust of debts owing fo as well as 
owed by them. Even under the insolvent law the bur- 
den of proot agninat a debtor sqepected of fraud wae 
thrown on the creditor. The present law exonerates the 
debtor from any impnsonment, and dors not force him 
to make oath as to his insolvency. For this, however, 
there us, and will continue to be, aneiher remedy so long 
as there is « Bankrupt law. What other provisions the 
present law may heve against fraudulent debturs we are 
unable to tell, since we have not yet reosived s copy of 
the tall, Nor do we ave it stated whether the act furtds 
impreenment on meane as well 28 om final process, The 
shetract question of the propnety abuliton of im- 
prisonment fur dett will find few advocates in the nega- 
tive, but everything in human laws ws relative, and what

GREAT LOSS OF LIFF. 

A calamity unprecedented in the British North Ame- 
rican waters occurred on Saturday last on the river Mt 
Lawrence, in the etplosion of the steamer Shamrock, by 
which sccident sixty-two persons lost their lives. The 
steamer Shamrock left the canal besin ot Montreal on 
Friday evening, and the locks at Lachine early on Satur- 
day morning, having in tow three barges, two empty 
and one partially laden. The Shamrock carried no 
cargo besdes the luggage of pamengers whose number 
we understand, amounted to 120 souls, About eleven 
o'clock, when the steamer had proceeded only about five 
miles from Lachine, her boiler explaled. So sudden 
were the effects that in less than five minutes sixty-two 
human beings were prectpitsted into eternity The pas 
sengers were Eoglish, Irish and Seotch emigrants, but 
principally Engtish, and were distributed at the time of 
the accident nearly as follows :—The English, in oom 
ter about «tty-five, exclusively arcupied the bow of the 
vessel, while the Inch and Reatch oerujim! the stern in 
the cabin were three English women and two men; be 
tween decks, in the fore part of the vessel, were a num 
ber of lolterers, The explosion carried away the decks. 
end opened the mdes, so that the veasel immediately went 
down. It ts easy to conceive bow inevitable became the 
destracton of irreparable imjury of the majonty of such 
a crowd of passengers huddled on hoanl » «mal! canal 
host. The loss fell principally an the Eaghsh who were 
im the hows. the three women and two men inthe cabin 
perished, and all who were between decks, with the ex 
ception of three Inshmen. The ecctdent was distinctly 
vimttte at Jactine ; st beast a number of persons remarked!

DREADFUL EXPLOSION. 
A dreadful steamboat explomon cecurred on Sunday 
morning, the 3d inst, at the mouth of the Mississippi 
river, by which sixty-three persons were wounded, The 
steamboat was the Edna.

The leten was lying there, and the Ed- 
na landed om the outside of ber, and lay in such » po- 
sation thet it was difficult for the Iatan to get sway from 
the shore. However, after a lithe trouble, the Iaten got 
under way, and hed run three or four handred yards,

could not have been more than one hundred feet from

been working out of gear full a half hour, and had not

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PERIODIC. 
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COMPOSING BY MACHINERY. 

Among the curious things lately invented in Engtand, 
a maching for sefting, ot, as the printers sy, com- 
posing fypes. The machine is the invention of two gen- 
tlemen named Young and Delcambre. ft hes 2 great 
renemblance to a cottage piano, with the extemal frame- 
work removed. It has 72 channels, containing a com- 


kev having 

responds with the channels above, in which the differ- 
ent letters are placed. As the letters sre moved out 
cf the channels by the ection of the player, they slide 
through various curves on an inclined plane st the beck 
of the machine, and fall to one point, where they are re- 
cetved into a spout and beaten forward to « composing- 
stick, or, 00 it ix called by the machinist, a justifying-box, 
hy a very ingenioux mechanical movement. This justi- 
fying-box is at the end of a receiving spout, and the type 
is drawn into it in lines of the width of the page to he 
set up; and when the usual eamber of lines have been 
justiied, the box ix emptied into a galley in the way that 
the compositor empties his composing-stick. 

While this “setting up” of the type, as the printers 
term it, but which here is in reality «letting down,” is 
going on, the channels are being fed by two boys — 
The rapidity with which this machine gets through its 
work may be judged of from the fact thet type equal to 
half « column of this journal was justified in « few min- 
utes less than sn howr—that is, as fast as the reporter 
usually transcribes his notes. At this machine there 
are eight persoas employed, three intetlhgent young wo- 
men, and five boys. ‘The first are shernately employed 
two hour each in compoung. justifying and correcting. 
The seme system obtains with the boys, one of whem 
turns the wheel before spoken of, two, as has been stated, 
fill the channels, and two distribute the type. A clever 
componitor will set up 2000 legers in en hour, but the 
average is about 1500 or 1600 letters, By this machine 
the young wearen are able to justify at the rate of 6000 
per boar. 

With nine or twelve months’ practice they will very 
likely be able to compose at the rate of 8000 or 9000 
per hour. The cost of composing by this machine has 
been stated to be 2d. per thousand, and from the rate 
at which the machine composed, and the wages which 
it in ascertained are paid to those employed, there 
is no dowlt that such is the fact. The movements 
of the machine are extremely ample and beeutiful, and, 
the whole of it being composed of steel and brass, it 
will work for years without getting out of order. One 
of these machines work three sorts of types. An objec- 
tion that strikes us is that the constant friction of the 
tetters down the brass channels, after they are struck out 
by the action of the composer, must be injurious to the 
type. Cannot some of the Connecticut boys—whe are 
never allowed to go courtng Uil they have petented 
momething —take up thes invemtean, and improve it so as 
to have the book written as well as “art up” by me- 
chine! Seriously —Mesera, Young & Delcambre's im 
vention is no doubt very ingenious, but we question if it 
will ever prove practically useful.

THE LATE EARTHQUAKE. 

The President of Hayti has issued proclamation re 
specting the iste calamity in that place. We glean from 
it some farther untethgence of the earthquake. We give 
the document, as it is short, in full. 

PROCLAMATION 
Jean Pernae Boves, Parsivewt of Harr: 

Haytiens —A disastrous end horrific event has thrown 
into mourning thousands of families. On the 17th in- 
stant, an Earthquake was erpenenced in almost every 
part of the Island, whose violence was particularly felt 
im the , north and north-west districts, where 
the effects have proved more disastrous, The City of 
Cape Hayti, which had been long etposed to the inju- 
rows effects of tyranaial rule, which aad commenced to 
revive and recover its prosperity, has been des.royed, and 
more than half of the population have perished. Those 
who have escaped this melancholy catastrophe, remain 
without an asylum, exposed to all the suffernngs, the in- 
eviteble results of the afffticuen by which they have been 
visited. At Port aw Pair the effects have not been so 
severe in proportion to the ertent of the town and the 
number of the inheitants, At Mole, Gonaives, Saint 
Louis on the north, Port au Plate, and in the other 
towns, where the shocks have been so severe, we have 
to lament but a smell number of victins.
